the  exiltcnce  of  any  records,  or  hilto- 
ry  of  judicial  proceedings  reflecting 
tiu-m  that  havecome  down  tons. Thole 
claims  then  that  fines  &  common  reco- 
veries were  made  life  of  molt  general- 
ly  to  bar,  originated  from  fome  com- 
mon anceltor,  from  whom  the  parties 
deduced  their  rights  ;  or  were  certain 
portions  ot  the  fame  eitate  of  inheri- 
tance held  in  pollefhon,  remainder  or 
reverfton.  But  if  this  doctrine  i3  ap- 
plied in  Kentucky  and  has  the  force 
and  effect,  that  Camilius  wifli'es,  legal 
and  equitable  claims  derived  from  re. 
cord  agreeable  to  law,  may  be  barred 
by  a  fine  levied  by  a  man  who  has  frau- 
dulently entered,  furveyed,  and  pro- 
cured a  patent  for  land  to  which  he 
has  no  pretenftons,  founded  on  the 
laws  of  our  country  ;  Co  that  if  a  fine 
could  be  levied  in  this  country  with 
effect,  it  would  more  generally  be  ap- 
plied with  a  fraudulent  intention  to 
har  legal  rights  by  the  owner  of  a  bad 
claim,  than  to  quiet  good  titles.  The 
injurious  confcejuenccs  of  the  meafure 
ar.- therefore  apparent ;  the  advant- 
ages at  leaff  problematical.  The  hol- 
der of  a  good  right  can  be  under  no 
jleceffity  of  levying  a  fine  ;  if  he  ap- 
prehends ciifputes  let  him  perpetuate 
his  tellimo  iy,  which  is  at  leafi  as  eafy 
and  tiieap  a  mode  of  proceeding,  and 
wil!  as  effectually  fecure  his  litis 

Biu  to  prove  that  a  fine  cannot  be 
levied  in  this  country,  to  anfwer  the 
PU rpofitl  of  Latnillus,  I  will  only  retcr 
him  to  thefavinir  claufe  in  the  4th  of 
Henry  7,  chap.  22,  which  is  in  the 
following  words  : 

"  Saving  to  every  perfon,  not  par- 
ties nor  privies  to  the  f.iid  fine,  their 
exception  ro  avoid  the  laid  fine  byrea- 
fon  that  thofe  who  were  parties  had 
nothing  in  the  lands  comprized  in  laid 
fine,"  and  fome  adjudications  upon  it 
in  the  boohs.  By  th?fe  it  will  appear 
that  no  ellate  in  polfellion,  revet lion  or 
remainder,  that  is  not  di\ cited  and  put 
to  a  right,  can  be  barred  by  a  line  ;  — 
and  for  this  plain  reafon  that  a  per- 
fon not  a  party,  or  pi  ivy  to  the  fine, 
■who  has  all  the  eitate  or  intereit  in 
him  at  the  time  of  levying  the  &B* 
that  he  acquit  ed  by  bis  entry  fur- 
vey  am!  patent,  and  ha  .  not  been  di- 
veiled  of  any  portion  of  ic,  cannot  be 
put  to  his  action,  entry  or  claim  be- 
in^  already  in  the  eye  of  the  law  jx>f- 
fcffed  of  all  the  ellate  and  xiftcr  eft  that 
liis  action,  entry  or  claim  could  give 
him.*  Hence  it  is  laid  down  to  be 
law  that  a  fine  ma^  be  avoided  by  the 
plea  that  neither  of  the  parties  had  a- 
ny  thing  at  the  time  of  levying  the 
fine  in  Uic  eitate  they  meant  to  bar 
by  it.
